We’re sick of hearing the praises: 
given to the Bay Mare Cycle Assn. in 
the coverage of their races, Several 
gripes have been voiced among riders 
but have not been in print until now. 
After the motocross race held there 
November 2nd we could no longer re- 
main silent. 

This was an AMA Dist. 37 point race, 
There was a riders’ meeting before the 
races, but no mention was made as to 
how many motos for each class. Later 
they announced over the paging system 
that there would be 3 motos for each 
class, The first two motos of each 
division of 125 Juniors had been run 
smoothly. Then it came time for the third 
motos, The first race was about tofinish 
when the riders for the 2nd division were 
lining up, when it was discovered that 
they had combined the two divisions into 
one final race with the first 12 riders 
from each division. No announcement 
was made to inform us of this decision. 
About 7 or 8 riders missed their last 
race, 

This is not the first instance of bad 
programming but one of 2long list, Some 
of the other faults are as follows: 

They have had insufficient watering of 
the track at most of the races; however 
they did improve this week. 

They also advertise practice at each 
event, We don’t consider being led around 
for one lap a practice, It’s not that they 
don’t have the time, it’s just too much 
for them to bother with. They could hold 
^ practice session during the sign up 
time while everyone is sitting on their 
duff or pit racing. If there was a prac- 
tice maybe there wouldn’t be so much 
pit racing. A lot of us can’t find the time 
to get out and tune our engines or warm 
up to the bike prior to the race day, A 
practice time is badly needed even if 
it’s only for a half hour before the races 
commence, 

We realize they don’t have active par- 
ticipation in their Assn, as witnessed 
Sunday by the lack of flagmen. There 
are a couple of interested members of 
the Assn, but the majority of them have 
an attitude of to hell with the riders. 

Well these two riders are going to look 
elsewhere for their week-end enjoyment 
at some other tracks as often as we can.

RIDERS LOSE LEASE 

This is an open letter to all motor- 
cyclists who have enjoyed riding in the 
past on what is referred to as the Wind- 
mill area tn Thousand Oaks, Cal. 

The Conejo Trial Riders, unique to 


motorcycle clubs in that they are con- ` 


cerned for the family unit which enjoys 
motorcycling as a hobby and form of 
recreation, took a deep interest in trying 
to satisfy the growing sport of Trial 
Riding by endeavoring to lease land 
within the Conejo for use as a motor- 
cycle play park, 

During the meetings with the city coun- 
cil in trying to come up with a more 


equitable ordinance, Janss Corporation, 
through their Senior Vice President, 
Mr, Joe Leggit offered the property 
known as the Windmill area to the 
Conejo Trail Riders at a minimal lease 
arrangement, 

We then agreed prior to actually sign- 
ing the lease to post the property using 
our name on the no trespass signs in 
hopes of getting a more favorable re- 
sponse from those motorcyclists who 
were riding on the property illegally. 

However, our respect for our fellow 
motorcyclists proved to be our undoing. 
They still continued to ride without re- 
straint and in complete ignorance of the 
disturbance they were creating topeople 
whose homes were near the property. 

What with our signs now on the pro- 
perty, the homeowners assumed that 
those idiots were CTR members, They 
were of course, not. They were just 
what they were pretending to be, brain- 
less nincompoops. 

With only their own selfish desires to 
contend themselves with, they managed 
to make enough of 2 nuisance of them- 
selves to leave no other choice to the 
homeowners but to seek legal aid in 
closing the property to all motorcyclists.

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ATCO, NEW JERSEY, Oct. 26, 1969 — 
Oct. 26 was expected to be a memorable 
day for Northeastern dragging, but when 
the information from the Chrondeks was 
all toted up and certified, it proved tobe 
a memorable day for the national drag 
scene as well, Larry Welch rode the 
limping Sonny Routt’s double-engined 
Triumph A/F dragster to a 9.10 e.t, at 
a terminal velocity of 164.53 mph. 

The 3rd Annual National Championship 
Motorcycle Drags was sponsored by 
M.A.M.A. (Middle Atlantic Motorcycle 
Association), A large scale promotional 
effort was capped by getting entries from 


stars like Leo Payne, Sonny Routt, Bob . 


Barker (68’s National champion) Cook 
Neilson, Larry Welch, Nick Palmerone 
and Guy Leaming. The record turnout of 
fans came expecting thrills and upsets, 
and they weren’t disappointed. 

During the summer championships, 
two months previous, Leaming turnedan 
e.t. of 9.26 seconds, but was beaten by 
Palmerone with a time of 9.30, Leaming 
had his revenge on the 26th, however, by 
winning Top Fuel eliminator after Welch 
had red-lighted in the semi-final, Palm- 
erone couldn’t go fast enough to qualify 
for the eight man runoff which had a 
slowest e.t. of 9.42 seconds. 

Leo Payne qualified at 9.30, but was 
shut down by Bob Barker’s Super Sport- 
ster in the first round, Baker then pro- 
ceeded to eliminate Welch in the semi. 
The confrontation between Barker and 
Leaming never really materialized since 
Barker red-lighted out. 

Palmerone did take Consolation Elim- 
inator with a 10,49 at 129,12 mph for 
his AA/F dragster. 

Biggest surprise of the day was the 
gas dragster final, Larry Welch had 
taken another double-engined Routt Tri- 
umph to a best qualifying time of 10.16 
seconds, Eliminating the E&J team drag- 
ster ard then Harold Steele’s AA/D rig 
Welch moved onto the line witha machine 
that was missing badly on one engine, 
Hoping to psych-out his opponent Ron 
Feinger, Welch made no show of his 
problems, Feinger jumped his A/D ma- 
chine into a red-light and Welch stalled. 
Following drag rules to theletter, Welch 
pushed his AA/D twin to a win with an 
e.t, of 131,72 seconds, This was a near- 
ly unapproachable record. Welch lost 
Top Fuel, despite turning the fastest

PERRIS, ‘\CALIF., Nov. 16, 1969 — Con- 
tinually widening the gap between him- 
self and the pack, Chuck Wheat won all 
three motos in the 500 Expert class at 
the Bushmaster’s Dist. 37 TT Scrambles 
in Perris Sunday, 

Fred Edwards, riding a BSA with a 
Metrisse frame and a Bultaco tank and 
seat, went at it with Terry Dorsch, 
Triumph, in the 650 Expert class. The 
contest was close in all the motos, but 
Dorsch couldn’t out power Freddy in the 
last moto, In the end, Fred won firstand 
Terry came in second, 

The 250cc Experts really went at it, 
throwing in a couple of crashes for good 
measure. Ron Powell with his second win 
of the day powered through and stayed 
there, Dan Carlton held off a strong 
attack by Steve Nichols who came from 
last in the third heat to take third place 
and finally managed third overall, 

_ 350cc Novice Bob Greenstreet poured 
the coal to his new Bultaco and won the 
first two motos of his class with no 
trouble. In the third heat, Boyd Mason 
just got by in the last turn to take the 
win, However, Bob Greenstreet remain- 
ed top dog of the 350 Novices, followed 
by Bruce Yoakum and Boyd Mason, 

Chuck Tidwell over came bad starts 
and traffic to take the 500cc Novice 
class, Chuck never once had a lead he 
didn’t work for, Sandy Robertson, Ste-

High Sierra Enduro 


RAILROAD FLAT, CALIF. Nov. 2, 1969 
— On Sunday the Port Stockton Motor- 
cycle Club presented their near-perfect 
High Sierra Enduro, This amazing ac- 
complishment was pulled off in a very 
small town full of hills, with absolutely 
no railroad, yet called Railroad Flat. 
Over 500 riders showed up to match wits 
with the beautiful Mother Lode terrain 
and a large assortment of clocks, 

Under blue skies and 80 degree tem- 
peratures, four riders per minute start- 
ed at 8:01 a.m, over the 85 mile course 
consisting of 75% smooth fire roads, 
two very rough uphill sections, several 
low river crossings, and a wide variety 
of large rocks, si 
The 24 mph average was fairly easy to 
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keep up, 
stopping at the top of Blue Mountain to 
drink in a magnificent view of the 
Sacramento Valley and the Golden Gate 
Bridge. On a clear day, witha telescope, 
one can see the cars crossing San Fran- 
cisco Bay Bridge some 120 miles away. 
(There’s not much air pollution in North- 
ern California.) 

Although no time was allowed for a 
lunch check, there was a gas checkabout 
40 miles from the start, which required 
crossing a major highway. Naturally, the 
California Highway Patrol and the Cala- 
veras County Sheriff Department was 
there in full force. However, contrary to 
public opinion, the law was all smiles 
and helped alleviate major traffic prob- 
lems, The course itself was very well 
marked, a bit dusty in some areas, but 
basically perfect, 

This year’s High Sierra Enduro was 
probably one of the largest spectator 
enduros ever held. Behind every tree and 
bush and most turns, lurked hundreds of 
unshaven hunters with large guns and 
bright drange vests, Although there were 
some reports of hunters changing course 
markers, this is the first time I’ve 
never gotten lost on an enduro, The only 
complaint, and a minor one at that, came 
at the 5th and final check point. The 
enduro started at Railroad Flat and fin- 
ished some two miles from the pits. 
This was an inconvenient for the wives 
and friends picking up riders, to say the 
least, because of probably the first traf- 
fic jam in the history of Railroad Flat, 

Altogether, the High Sierra Enduro 
was a tremendous success and the Port 
Stockton Motorcycle Club should be con- 
gratulated for putting on a great show.

If you’re in New England and you want 


to find out about the motorcycle scene, 


a good man to see is Bob Hicks. 

Cycle News readers who watch the 
want ads should recognize Bob Hicks’ 
name as the publisher of the journal of 
New England motorcycling, Cycle Sport 
magazine, 

Longtime Cycle News readers may 
remember Bob Hicks as being instru- 
mental in organizing the East-West 
scrambles competition of a few years 
ago, which saw a team of Southern 
California riders, including Eddie Muld- 
er, Jim Hunter and Bruce Jackson, take 
on Charlie Vincent and company. 

Knowing that much about Hicks, I 
called him up and went out to see him, 
What I learned in the subsequent inter- 
view is that Hicks is seemingly all 
things to whatever there is on two 
wheels in New England. 

In addition to publishing Cycle Sport, 
he is race promoter, competition rider, 
Six Days Trial competitor, and as head 
of New England’s Sports Committee for 
ten years, in great part responsible for 
the very healthy motorcycle sports pro- 
gram here, 

He is also currently a member of the 
AMA Executive Committee, For his 
reports on AMA inner workings emanat- 
ing from meetings he attends, and his 
positions taken as aCommittee member, 
he has been publicly cursed by the AMA 
executive secretary, the organization’s 
maximum leader. 

All of which indicates something is 
happening with this man. 

Hicks operates out o nvers, Mas- 
sachusetts, a tiny town about 20 miles 
from Boston, His home, at first glance, 
looks like the location of a small motor- 
cycle repair enterprise, what with the 
garage out back being stuffed full of 
bikes. 

This is misleading. The motorcycles 
all belong to Hicks and his family. One 

. is led past the bikes and upstairs to a 
room over the garage. 

Here, among the make-up tables, Fri- 
den typesetter and paste-ups, is the 
home of Cycle Sport. The magazine is 
ten years old and is staffed solely by 
‘Hicks and his soft-spoken wife, Jane. 

Like Cycle News, the magazine car- 
ries the news a competition rider wants 
to know.” 

“Cycle Sport is an insider's maga- 
zine,” says Hicks. “Its not a news- 
stand thing. You have to buy it at a bike 
shop. or subscribe to it.” 

Circulation is up to 4,500 now. Riders 
who may visit New England should ac- 
quire a few issues beforehand, Price is 
50 cents per copy, and the address is 
Cycle Sport, 29 Burley Street, Danvers, 
Mass. 01929. 

Hicks, a young-looking 39, admits to 
riding scrambles 16 years, This would 
put him on knobbies at New England’s 
first scrambles, which he reports oc- 
curring in 1953, 

Scrambling, and now motocross, ac- 
cording to Hicks, are the only regular 
racing events that New England has, 
besides the Laconia National road race, 

Until this year, he says, regular pro- 
fessional events have been absent from 
the calendar, Some attempts have been 
made periodically to establish an oval 
racing program, but they have failed. 

Until this year, that is, Bob Hicks 
and other entrepreneurs, through their 
promoting organization, Intersport, in- 
augurated a professional motorcross 
series this season, 

The races. so far have been very suc- 
cessful, In three events at the rocky 
Pepperell track, Intersport has made 
money and paid $2,500 to the riders, 

This year, as last, Intersport hosted 
the New England meeting of Inter-Am, 


the current tour of European motocross 
riders, Attendance was 10,500 — well 
above last year’s 7,000. 

In addition to paying starting money 
to the Europeans, this year Intersport 
paid $1,500 starting money to the 20 
local riders who competed in the pro- 
fessional event. 

So Intersport is a burgeoning and 
healthy entity, serving the New England 
sport by throwing good events and pro- 
viding the only professional arena. 

intersport is also operating without 
AMA sanction, This is part of the source 
for the AMA’s exasperation with Hicks, 

But there is a lot more happening with 
the AMA in New England besides Inter- 
sport. Currently there is a big feud on 
between the AMA and New England clubs, 

The feud began when the AMA with- 
drew the charter of the New England 
Sports Committee, (A sports committee 
can’t have a charter, the AMA said, 
It’s not in the rules, This after the AMA 
had been issuing the Committee a char- 
ter for the proceeding ten years.) 

Then the AMA suspended three riders 
who entered last year’s events at Pepper- 
ell against the European motocross 
stars, (Suspended for riding an outlaw 
event, the AMA said. This was when the 
AMA was not yet around to recognizing 
professional motocross.) 

Lastly, a well-liked local referee was 
dismissed with some non-sequitar rea- 
soning by the AMA, it appeared to Hicks, 

It all made the New England clubs 
angry. They got together and decided 
not to apply for AMA sanctions for their 
1969 events. 

The result is that New England is 
enjoying one of its best competition sea- 
sons, and a lot of people are wondering 
what purpose is served by acquiring an 
AMA sanction in the first place, ‘‘Like 
who needs the AMA?” they ask. “We 
get along very well without it.” 

While all this was going on, Hicks 
was airing the viewpoints of the dis- 
enchanted clubs in Cycle Sport, He was 
also trying to patch things up with the 
AMA through his membership in the 
AMA’s Executive Comittee, 

“Well, I’m not resigning,” Hicks 
writes in the latest issue of Cycle Sport. 
Good show. 

When I talked with Hicks he had just 
returned from Germany, where he had 
competed in, and finished, the Interna- 
tional Six Days Trial. 

Prior to going overseas, Hicks had 
put in about 3,000 woods miles training 
for the event, Most of this riding was 
over terrain convenient to his home. 

With outdoor riding country fast dis- 
appearing near metropolitan areas in 
the rest of the country, I wondered how 
he could ride backwoods so near Boston, 

Hicks explained that New England 
riders become: experts on the location 
of historically established but nowaban- 
doned, roads and rights of way. ‘‘The 
roads of the American Revolution times 
are the bike paths of today,” he said, 

Motorcyclists are also appreciated to 
a certain extent by state park officials, 
They keep trails open that might other- 
wise be lost through disuse, or cost the 
state a lot of money to keep in repair. 

“As far as the park officials are con- 
cerned,” Hicks says, in his down East 
accent, ‘‘snowmobiles draw their ire 
much more than woods bikes,’’ 

At present there is no blanket policy 
having to do with motor vehicles on 
trails, but Hicks foresees the day when 
rules will be applied. 

The increase in numbers of motor- 
cycles alone would seem to ensure the 
arrival of trail rules sooner rather than 
later, Hicks reports motorcycle regis- 
trations in Massachusetts have jumped 
from 8,000 in 1960 to 50,000 this year, 
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MOJAVE, CAL, Nov. 16, 1969— The So.

As a matter of fact, the more familiar we 
became with the machine, the more we found 
ourselves wondering how they managed it for 
the price. 

All the new owner has to do is break in the 
engine for an hour or so and he’s ready to do 
battle. Many first time racers make the 
mistake of trying to modify a standard street 
machine for the track and end up spending 
about twice as much money on what is still 
essentially an inferior machine. 

How much better they would be to start 
out on a real machine to begin with. And 
make no mistake, the Mota-Beta is a real 
racer, The little 98cc Minarelli engine pumps 
out over 13 horsepower with the aid of 15—1 
compression ratio head and a mid-range 
expansion chamber. At 156 pounds, the M-B 
is also one of the lightest machines in its class. 
This lightness is not bought at the expense of 
a spindly, flexible frame, though. The M-B’s 
tubes are large diameter, well-gussetted and 
very rigid. Ditto for. the swing-arm. Here’s a 
machine that'll withstand a lot of “learning” 
without a whimper.-And the foot-pegs are the 
excellent 45 degree spring-loaded variety. 

Suspension is Ceriani, front and rear, and 
quite adequate. Only gripe is that the rear 
shocks are non-adjustable and seem a tad too 
stiff for our 150 pound mutant Guinea pig. 
Wheels are a full 18 inches and feature 
heavy-duty spokes. Another plus factor are 






The expansion chamber sticks out to the side 
further than it should. But funny shaped 
chambers are expensive to manufacture, so 
this, along with the fragile fenders and steel 
rims help keep the cost down. Everything that 
really counts—like frame, controls and 
forks—is-sturdily constructed.

On the whole the MB is a very bright and handsome little mount. It’s a bike you can grow with. 


the fat 3.50 Pirelli dirt tires that come as 
equipment. Although both brakes are cable 
actuated, they offer excellent progressive 
stopping with no sign of locking up. 

All controls are of adequate construction 
and in a reasonable location for racing. Actual 
riding impressions reveal a very strong, 
torquey engine, reasonably good handling 
(especially considering the rather short 47% 
inch wheelbase) and an unbreakable feeling. 
Throughout the entire period we had the bike 
we didn’t miss a shift and experienced not 
one instance of clutch slippage, even under 
the toughest abuse. Riders who sport 
over-sized clodhoppers however, tended to 
have trouble with the typically Italian treadle 
shift lever. During the heat of competition 
they’d accidentally hit the back pedal with 
their heel and unwittingly downshift at 
inopportune moments: We’d definitely hack 
the back half of the lever off. And while we 
were at it, we'd throw the wire mesh 
aircleaner away and replace it with the Filtron 
set-up available from the distributor. 

One last beef. It’s lucky that the Mota-Beta 
is a first kick starter, because you’d be a sure 
bet for gangrene with the present, kickstarter 
arrangement. Very Ducati-like. When you 
kick it through you smash your foot on the 
foot peg and when you're riding it insinuates 
itself painfully into the back of your calf. 
We’d toss it away. Even without a choke on 
the 22-millimeter Dellorto carburetor the

THE POWER OF UNITY 


In the mid-1940’s, the State of California enacted the California Riding and . 


Hiking Trails Law. This law, through its wording, established trail systems for use 
by hikers and equestrians on state-owned lands, The law made no provision for 
vehicular use of these trails, but keep in mind that at that time there were relatively 
no civilian jeeps, very few trail bikes, and dune-buggies were virtually non-existent, 
Vehicular use of the trails was not so much a matter of exclusion, but more a lack 
of foresight, Now, all of that has changed, There is no need for me to tell you that 
the hills are literally crawling with bikes of all sizes and descriptions, Last year’s 
Cowbell Enduro in Lake County, with its 1148 registered contestants, is purported 
to be the largest participatory sporting event ever held since the dawn of time. 

There are about 7,000 miles of designated horse trails and 5,700 miles of 
designated hiking trails on public lands in California, The State Park System has 
316 miles of hiking trails and 181 miles of horse trails within parks, The exclusive 
wording of the original law has made these “R and H” trails strictly taboo for 
vehicular users with large resultant fines if apprehended, 

In 1968, the State of California, recognizing a need for revamping of the law, 
assembled a group of responsible citizens into what was then known as the California 
Riding and Hiking Trails Advisory Committee. This Committee has traveled all over 
the state hearing testimony from many groups, But one fact that never failed to 
amaze them, was the number of vehicular users of trails that attended their hearings 
and pleaded for equal consideration. As a result, Senate Bill 684 was drawn up by the 
Committee to incorporate (for the first time) provisionsfor trail used by recreation- 
al vehicles, This Bill was introduced by Senator Lagomarsino on March 20, 1969, 
and was a real step in the right direction, The Bill was referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Natural Resources where, on May 1, 1969, certain amendments were 
introduced, Although most of the amendments tended to improve the wording and 
clarity of the Bill, one amendment was proposed which would have precluded the use 
of any trail on state-owned lands by vehicles and would have relegated their opera- 
tion to areas set aside as parks, Fortunately, this ‘little bombshell’’ created such 
a furor that the meeting was adjourned until May 8, 1969: one week later, In that 
week’s time, a responsible Sacramento motorcycling organization spearheaded a 
movement that brought thousands of letters, telephone calls, and telegrams to the 
eight Senators who comprised the Senate Committee on Natural Resources. The 
result was that on May 8, 1969, the proposed amendment was withdrawn, the Bill 
was unanimously approved in that and subsequent Committees, and was signed into 
law by the Governor on August 5, 1969. 

I have two purposes in presenting this article. The first is to prove to you that 
there is power in unity and that the democratic process can and will work in our 
favor, The second is to set the stage for next week’s article which will describe 
what we as motorcyclists must do, now that we have our foot in the door,

LEGISLATE RIDING-SPACE 


There are many among us who would 
rather ‘‘do it ourselves’’ than have the 
state do it for us. But there are situations 
when we must work, or try to work, with 
the state for the things we need, One of 
these is the need for off-road riding 
areas, While many cyclists, especially 
in'the less populated aread, have beauti- 
fully adequate riding space, many more 
in the urban complexes are desperate 
for an area where they know they can 
ride. It is bad enough that such areas 
often require a day’s travel, but it-isfar 
worse when such travel only results in 
a closed gate or arrest for trespassing, 

Clearly there are several answers to 
the problem, One is the private cycle 


- park, It is not a bad answer, Another is 


to keep looking until an area is found if 
only for a while until it, too, is closed, 
Another is for the state (and city, county 
and even the federal government) to set 
aside cycle parks and larger riding 
areas. 

Immediately we have visions of over- 
crowded, over-regulated, over-priced 
areas which are a sad comparison tothe 
open spaces, True, it can happen that 
way. We’ve seen it happen this way many 
times, Anyone who has seen campgrounds 
on holiday weekends knows whatit’s like. 
The government always lags behind, By 
the time there is enough demand to be 
heard there is enough tofill the facilities 
as soon as they are built, 

However the pessimism doesn’t rule 
out the state as a valid answer. The 
state has land of its own which can be 
designated for vehicle, or specifically 
motorcycle use, It can buy private lands, 
It can lease or buy federally owned lands, 
such as those administered by the De- 
partment of the Interior. 

The State of California began to heed 
the needs of cyclists this year with the 
rewriting of the California Trails Act to 
include specific mention of vehicles, 
Well, mention is a long, long way from 
adequate facilities but it is an opening 
wedge, Idaho has already opned the first 
of a series of motorcycle trails, 

State governments can be made aware 
of our specific needs and can be in- 
fluenced to meet these needs if we make 
it ‘“‘crystal clear’? what it is that we 
want, The results of a recent United 
Motorcycle Enthusiasts survey showed 
that motorcyclists want lots of room to 
ride, This statistic doesn’t suprise us, 
The results also showed that while many 
cyclists are willing to pay to ride, many 
are not willing to pay to ride on public 
land, This is a logical opinion, Since the 
people own the land, why should they pay 
to ride on it? 

But pay-to-ride is likely to happen 
anyway, Whenever the government does 
anything it costs money — more than it 
costs when an individual does the same 
thing.At least it should cost a great deal 
of money if the government operates 
cycle parks, We will pay for it in taxes 
of course, But we will doubtless be ex- 
pected to pay for it direct as users, 
This would be no different from lakes, 
and beaches and campground fees or 
hunting and fishing licenses, It will be up 
to us to see that we get what we pay for, 

It would be well to see some pilot 
legislation in California in the coming 
session putting the state in the riding- 
space business, To do it we will need 
the cooperation of all cyclists, even those 
who will never use the area, If we do it, 
we must do it right, for once a law is 
passed it is ten-times harder to undo, 
We want your opinions now. This is the 
crucial, time, This is the time for

“Although the same principles govern 
supply and service in any field,” he 
said, there are certain things unique 
about motorcycle marketing...’’ 

Since we already knew what he meant, 
no further elaboration was elicited, 

Thornton’s important decisions are 
derived from no crystal ball, His con- 
sulting firm studied the BSA/Triumph 
U.S. operation for a year while his fasci- 
nation with the possibilities present 
grew. The parent company apparently 
decided he was best qualified to carry 
out his own recommendations, and so 
they put him in charge, 

The addition of Peter Thornton to BSA 
and Triumph not only gives two great 
brands a new leg on the road of progress, 
but motorcycling itself is richer by one 
more enthusiast.

French Develop Passion For Cycling 


In the American mind the French may 
be most readily associated with wine, 
long loaves of bread, and sex, But, the 
statistics clearly show that the people of 
France are among the mostcycle-active 
people in the world, 

And, the French are waging a spirited 
drive to win more of the foreign mar- 
kets for their motorcycles, with sales in 
the United States their prime goal. 

The Private Association of French 
Businessmen reports: ‘‘In France the 
cycle is becoming increasingly import- 
ant as the country’s way of life, work, 
and sport, The cycle in France is anup- 
to-date, omnipresent convenience, a 
ready-on-hand means of individual in- 
dependence, a virtual personal passion 
for many millions of French men, wo- 
men, and children, For the teen-agers, 
in a fact, the cycle is a contemporary 
symbol of being ‘with it,’ for the adults 
the cycle means easy, efficient, healthy, 
low cost mobility.’’ 

The sales of cycles have outstripped 
those of bicycles’ in France in recent 
years, 

The boom in cycles is attributed by 
analysts to the soaring French birth 
rate, The minimum age for motorcyclists 
is 14 years, and more than 800,000 apply 
annually for these driving permits, Since 
1960 the number of cyclists in the 14 to 
19 age bracket has leaped 44%, 

Another indicator of the motorcycling 
boom in France is the fact that wages in 
cycle manufacturing plants have more 
than doubled; and the cost of cycles in 
terms of work hours required to pay for 
the vehicles have steadily declined since 
1963, 

In the typical French family the motor- 
cycle is a second car, often the vehicle 
for the bread-winner to eommute to his 
job. The cycle gives him more scope and 
freedom in choosing his employment.

The government figures are that 32,4 
French workers go to and from their 
jobs in a two-wheel vehicle. 

Government reports make no distinc- 
tion between motorcycle and bicycle 
activity, These figures show that nearly 
a million young people go to and from 
school in a two-wheel vehicle. 

Economy is the primary reason for 
the amazing popularity of motorcycles, 
The price of gas is about three times as 
high as in the United States; ‘‘Conse- 
quently, the French tend to restrain their 
car driving to weekends, family outings, 
and vacations.’’ 

“Secondly, in the accelerating urban- 
ization and congestion of Paris and other 
major cities, the traffic, parking, and 
garaging problems for the automobile 
have become enormous, So motorcycles, 


able to slip through narrow spaces in 
tangled traffic, often get their users to 
and from work much quicker than those 
with cars. Furthermore, motorcycles 
eliminate long search, for parking 
spaces, and paying parking fees, and 
high garage rents.” 

The motorcycle makes possible a 
wider job choice and more freedom by a 
third factor: For those on the farms or 
in country villages or towns, employ- 
ment in factories many miles away be- 
comes possible and practical, thanks to 
the motorcycle,’’ 

A commentator on the ‘French scene 
offers his observation, ‘Motorcycles 
are popular because of the typical 
Frenchmen’s penchant for compete in- 
dependence and freedom, including the 
possiblity of moving about as quickly and 
easily as possible.’’ He lists as among 
the most avid cyclists, both men and 


-~ women for commuting to their jobs, 


housewives for shopping, mail and de- 
livery men for reaching outlying villages 
and remote countryside, and parish 
priests and nurses for making their busy. 
rounds, 

For the future, the leaders of the 
French motorcycle industry say that 
they intend to seek more of the Ameri- 
can market and boost exports to the 111 
nations with whom they have overseas 
sales, 

“We are confident,’ an industry 
spokesmen declared, ‘‘There is an ex- 
pansion each year in the number of young 
people buying and riding motorcycles. 
For the worker, the cycle is becoming 
indispensable, though in many cases, 
simply to complement the car as a much 
less expensive means of daily transport, 
and one that allows them to avoid the 
frustrating urban area traffic jam.” 

For France, it is forward into the 
future on more motorcycles., `
